REPORT OF TRUSTEES 


The year 1961 ended just about as it began as far as the fate of the 
Bristol County Hospital was concerned. 


Nevertheless, the trustees searched diligently for a solution to the 
problem of the institution’s future. Scheduled to close by July 1, 1963 
under provisions of Chapter 608 of the Acts of 1961, an Act providing for 
the Reorganization of Tuberculosis Care, Treatment and Control in the 
Commonwealth, the hospital may be closed, it may be converted for the 
treatment of chronic disease patients or it may be used as a home for 
the aged. 


A real effort was made to determine the wishes of the officials and 
residents of the communities served by the hospital district. Meetings 
were held with them and their representatives and conferences were held 
with directors of various divisions of the State Department of Public 
Health. Concensus of the district representatives was that the demand 
for hospitalization would increase, rather than decrease, and that the 
trustees should further explore the possibilities of the fast-aging, wooden 
county hospital buildings and their facilities. On the other hand the 
trustees received little encouragement from the state health authorities. 


A competent architect advised the trustees that only 33 rooms would 
be available if the hospital were to be converted in conformation with state 
specifications for the treatment of chronic diseases. Cost of operating 
such an institution would undoubtedly be prohibitive. 


Otherwise, the trustees carried out two major projects provided for 
in the annual budget: rehabilitation of the sewerage system at a cost of 
$4,249.00 and the installation of a new high pressure vertical boiler at a 
cost of $8,525.00. When the Bristol County Commissioners decided to no 
longer participate in the blanket insurance arrangement the trustees were 
able to take advantage of a new type of insurance for public buildings 
which resulted in a 20 percent decrease in the rate. The hospital buildings 
are now covered at $511,600 and the contents at $67,600. 


The trustees were particularly fortunate to have had the splendid 
cooperation of the representatives and senators who serve all or parts of 
the hospital district; for this they are most grateful. They are also in- 
debted to Hon. Peter B. Gay, attorney at law, for his invaluable counseling. 
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Also the board expresses its sincere appreciation to the clergy, staff and 
the hospital’s many friends for their assistance during a frustrating year.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


I hereby submit the annual report of the Bristol County Hospital for 
the year ending December 31, 1961. 


This is the 48rd annual report and the 35th which I have personally 
submitted. When I first became associated with the Bristol County Hos- 
pital in 1927 the annual death rate from pulmonary tuberculosis in the 
hospital district was about 80 per 100,000 population. It is now about 4 
per 100,000 population. The remarkable progress in the control of pul- 
monary tuberculosis has been the result of several factors—such as im- 
proved living standards, better case finding by chest X-ray, hospitalization, 
surgery and newer drugs. There are now fewer beds needed for the care 
and treatment of pulmonary tuberculosis and under the Acts of 1961 the 
Bristol County Hospital will no longer be utilized as a tuberculosis hospital 
after January 1st, 1963. 


The question of whether or not this institution should be converted 
to other use, such as care and treatment of the chronically ill, or a home 
for the aged, is now under consideration. 


During the year a total of 75 patients was admitted and of this num- 
ber 38 were tuberculosis. There were no deaths from pulmonary tubercu- 
losis among the female patients. There were 2 deaths among the male 
tuberculosis cases. One of these was complicated by chronic pyelonephritis 
and in the second case the direct cause of death was pulmonary heart 
disease (or Cor. Pulmonale.) This is to say that there were no uncompli- 
cated deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis during the year. A decade ago 
we recorded 17 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis. As our statistics 
will show a number of cases admitted during the year for observation 
proved to be non-tuberculous. 


The Out-patient department and clinic continues to render an active 
and important service to the hospital district. Details of this activity ap- 
pear elsewhere in this report.
